From  the  rimrocks 
that  frame  the  Billings  valley,  to 
Pompey's  Pillar  (a  sandstone  forma- 
tion rising  from  "nowhere,"  named 
by  and  inscribed  by  Captain  William 
Clark),  to  the  beauty  of  the  badlands 
of  Glendive's  Makoshika  State  Park, 
the  geology  offers  a  rewarding 
excursion  through  Custer  Country. 

And  in  Ekalaka's  county  museum 
is  a  dinosaur  collection  from  the  area 
that  ranks  in  a  class  with  the  fore- 
most dinosaur  museums  in  the 
nation. 

And  where  you  see  herds  of  cattle 
and  sheep  grazing  and  see  horses 
running  in  the  wind,  you  find  cow- 
boys and  cowgirls  holding  rodeos 
and  horse  shows.

Visitors  entering  Montana  from 
the  east  on  Interstate  94  will  receive  a 
real  taste  of  "Montana  hospitality"  if 
they  take  time  to  spend  a  day  or  two 
in  Wibaux,  "The  Gateway  to 
Montana." 

This  gateway  to  eastern  Montana 
recalls  the  memories  of  Pierre 
Wibaux  and  his  good  friend  Teddy 
Roosevelt  as  well  as  other  colorful 
figures  who  roamed  the  territory  in 
the  early  days  of  our  great  state. 
Wibaux  is  rich  in  history  and  nostal- 
gia which  radiates  true  western  hos- 
pitality. 

The  town  and  county  were  named 
for  Pierre  Wibaux,  a  Frenchman  who 
came  to  the  territory  in  the  late 
1800's  when  he  decided  his  future 
did  not  lie  in  the  textile  industry 
operated  by  his  family.  He  arrived 
here  in  1883  and  began  securing 
property  and  cattle  even  though  he 
had  no  background  in  ranching.  His 
herd  of  cattle  at  one  time  numbered 
65,(X)0  head  and  they  grazed  on  land 
he  controlled  in  western  North 
Dakota  and  eastern  Montana.  He 
provided  funds  for  a  life-sized  statue 
in  his  likeness,  which  stands  on  the 
west  edge  of  Wibaux  and  overlooks 
the  land  he  loved  so  well.  The  statue 
faces  the  direction  of  his  main  ranch, 
known  as  the  W-Bar,  located  north- 
east of  town. 

Centennial  Car 

Nearby  is  located  the  Centennial 
Car  Information  Center  and 
Museum,  which  is  housed  in  an  old 
railroad  car  that  was  part  of  the 
Montana  Centennial  Train  which 
was  on  display  at  the  World's  Fair  in 
New  York  City  in  1964.  The  free 
museum  features  many  early  arti- 
facts and  some  unusual  displays, 
including  a  man's  vertebrae  with  an 
arrowhead  embedded  in  the  bone. 

The  Information  Center  has  visi- 
tor information  for  most  of  the  state 
of  Montana,  and  those  presenting  the 
coupon  from  their  ad  on  page  10  will 
receive  a  free  native  rock  as  a  sou- 
venir. 


The  old  St.  Peter's  Catholic 
Church  is  a  beautiful  build- 
ing visitors  will  not  want  to 
miss.  It  was  built  in  1885  and 
the  exterior  is  covered  with 
lava  rock  with  green  climb- 
ing vines  in  the  summer.  A 
stained  glass  window  at  the 
rear  of  the  church  reads: 
"Through  the  generosity  of 
Pierre  Wibaux  this  church 
was  dedicated  to  St.  Peter  in 
1885." 


Hunting,  Fishing,  Swimming 

For  those  who  enjoy  hunting  and 
fishing,  you  will  find  some  of  the 
best  in  Wibaux  County.  A  blend  of 
badlands  and  rolling  hills  offers  some 
fine  trophies  in  mule  deer  and  white- 
tail  deer,  as  well  as  antelope.  Upland 
game  birds  are  also  plentiful  in  some 
parts  of  the  area.  Fishermen  will  find 


trout,  panfish,  walleye,  and  northern 
pike  in  Beaver  Creek  and  farm 
ponds. 

A  public  pond  with  picnic  area  is 
located  at  the  edge  of  the  city  limits 
on  Highway  7  South.  For  those  who 
enjoy  swimming  in  the  summer,  the 
public  swimming  pool  is  open  at  no 
charge  to  travelers.

Community.  Wibaux  was  also  one  of 
the  first  three  communities  in  the 
state  to  receive  this  recognition 
simultaneously.

Winter  Sports

It's  one  thing  to  brag  about  how 
great  the  hunting  is  in  an  area,  but  it 
is  hollow  bragging  unless  someone 
takes  the  padlock  off  the  gate  and 
lets  you  in  to  hunt. 

For  big  game  hunters  looking  for 
a  place  to  hunt  deer  and  antelope  on 
private  lands  in  eastern  Montana,  the 
Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and 
Park's  Block  Management  Program 
assists  in  providing  hunters  access  to 
private  land. 

During  the  1989  hunting  season, 
more  than  two  million  acres  of  pri- 
vate land  were  contracted  under  the 
Block  Management  Program  in 
Region  7  of  southeastern  Montana 
for  purposes  of  big  game  hunting. 
An  additional  500,000  acres  of  feder- 
al lands  adjacent  to  the  block  man- 
agement areas  also  became  available 
for  hunting. 

There  is  no  charge  to  hunters  to 
use  any  of  the  block  management 
units.  The  program  is  funded  entire- 
ly by  sportsmen  license  dollars. 
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A  Block  Management  Bulletin, 
published  by  the  Region  7  FWP 
office  will  be  available  to  the  public 
by  the  middle  of  September.  The  bul- 
letin, which  is  free  of  charge,  lists  all 
of  the  block  management  units  in 
reference  to  location,  contact  per- 
sons, hunting  opportunities,  and 
other  information.  To  request  a  copy 
of  the  bulletin,  write  to:  Regional 
Information  Officer,  Dept.  of  Fish, 
Wildlife  and  Parks,  Box  2004CC, 
Miles  City,  MT  59301. 

To  acquire  access  information  in 
Region  5,  write  to:  Regional 
Information  Officer,  2300CC  Lake 
Elmo  Drive,  Billings,  MT  59105,  or 
phone  (406)  252-4654.  Phone  calls  are 
welcomed  to  offer  the  most  current 
information. 

Over  4,000  nonresident  hunters 
enjoyed  hunting  on  block  manage- 
ment lands  during  1988,  according  to 
the  Region  7  officer.  Ken  Walchek. 

"It  is  one  of  the  ways  we  can  help 
our  out-of-state  sportsmen,  and  it's 


good  for  the  landowners,"  adds 
Charlie  Eustas,  Region  5  officer. 

The  department  emphasizes  that 
the  block  management  Program  has 
gained  in  popularity  in  recent  years. 
They  recommend  that  when  you  get 
your  bulletin,  you  make  your  tele- 
phone contact  with  a  block  manage- 
ment participant  at  an  early  date. 

Bureau  of  Land  Management 
lands  are  also  open  to  hunting.  To 
acquire  maps  of  these  lands,  contact 
the  BLM  offices  at  RO.  Box  36800- 
CC,  Bilhngs,  MT  59107,  (406)  255- 
2885;  or  P.O.  Box  940-CC,  Miles  City, 
MT59301  (406)  232-4331. 

Though  trophy  animals  may  be 
bagged  without  a  guide  and  outfit- 
ter, many  hunters  enjoy  huge  suc- 
cess, thanks  to  the  expertise  of  the 
people  who  make  spotting  game, 
especially  exceptional  game,  their 
business.  State  publications  list  the 
licensed  guides  and  outfitters 
throughout  Montana.  Write  to: 
Travel  Montana,  1424  9th  Ave., 
Helena,  MT  59620,  or  call  (406)  444- 
2654.  Nonresidents  call  toll  free  1- 
800-541-1447. 

Hunters  are  also  encouraged  to 
write  the  Billings  and  Miles  City 
offices  for  a  complete  booklet  of  cur- 
rent Montana  hunting  regulations 
and  applications  for  out-of-state 
licenses.  These  are  also  available  at 
any  authorized  license  outlet,  includ- 
ing many  sporting  goods  stores  and 
convenience  stores. 

Certain  waters  on  National  Parks, 
Indian  Reservations  and  National 
Wildlife  Refuges  may  have  special 
rules.  Specific  information  may  be 
obtained  from  the  headquarters  of 
the  parks,  reservation  or  refuge 
involved. 

ASK  FIRST! 

Montanans  insist  on  offering  hos- 
pitality. In  fact,  where  hunting  is  con- 
cerned, IT'S  THE  LAW.  "Permission 
to  Hunt  Big  Game — Montana  law 
requires  that  hunters  must  have  per- 
mission of  the  landowner,  lessee  or 
their  agent  before  hunting  on  private 
property,  regardless  of  whether  the 
land  is  posted  or  not." 


Fishing:  There's  a  Fish  to  Be  Caught 
In  Every  Angler's  Favorite  Style 


Maybe  you  are  a  fly  fisherman 
who  knows  every  cadis  and  stream- 
er. Or  perhaps  you  prefer  lures,  or 
maybe  live  bait.  And  then  again, 
maybe  you  have  never  fished  before 
in  your  life. 

No  matter  what  your  category, 
plan  on  doing  some  fishing  in 
Montana's  Custer  Country  Region. 
Bring  your  own  pole  and  tackle  box, 
or  let  one  of  the  abundant  sporting 
goods  shops  outfit  you. 

Any  fisherman  has  heard  the  fame 
of  the  Yellowstone  and  Big  Horn 
Rivers.  And  the  Big  Horn  Canyon 
Reservoir  spawns  beauties  like  the 
one  shown  on  this  page.  There  are 
numerous  other  rivers,  steams,  reser- 
voirs and  ponds  throughout  the  area 
abundant  with  fish. 

Variety  is  the  name  of  the  fishing 
game  here.  Nowhere  else  can  you 
catch  cutthroat  (Montana's  native), 
rainbow,  brown,  and  bull  trout; 
kokanee  and  coho  salmon;  walleye; 
sauger;  whitefish;  bass;  catfish; 
grayling;  sturgeon;  and  the  prehis- 
toric paddlefish. 

Resident  fishing  licenses  are  $9.50 
plus  a  $2  conservation  license. 
Nonresidents,  15  years  and  older 
will  need  a  Montana  fishing  license. 
A  nonresident  of  any  age  may  pur- 
chase a  nonresident  fishing  license 
and  be  entitled  to  take  a  legal  limit  of 
fish.  All  sportsmen  in  Montana  are 
required  to  buy  a  conservation 
license  for  $2.  A  nonresident  tempo- 
rary fishing  license,  valid  for  two 
consecutive  days,  costs  $8.  A  season 
license  is  $36.  The  season  runs  from 
March  1  to  February  28  (29).  If  you 
go  paddlefish  fishing,  $10  buys  you 
the  limit  of  two  tags  that  you  need, 
in  addition  to  your  license,  to  snag 
the  fish.

Fishing  access  sites,  managed  by 
the  Montana  Dept.  of  Fish  Wildlife 
and  Parks,  are  noted  on  the  map  in 
the  center  of  this  publication. 
Facilities  at  each  vary  somewhat. 
However,  all  are  furnished  with 
restrooms  and  most  have  camping 
and  picnicking  facilities. 

Boat  ramps  are  available  at  many 
locations.  A  float  guide  to  the 
Yellowstone  River,  a  publication 
called  "Treasure  of  Gold,"  is  avail- 
able at  the  two  FWP  offices  in  Custer 
Country  listed  above.  Also  available 
from  these  offices  is  a  fishing  pond 
booklet  for  southeastern  Montana, 
which  is  designed  to  help  anglers 
find  good  farm  and  ranch  ponds. 

Montana  works  hard  to  keep  a 
good  sportsman/landowner  rela- 


tionship. What  makes  things  run 
smoothly  can  be  summed  up  in  two 
words — "ask  permission."  The 
Montana  Stream  Access  Law  states 
that  rivers  and  streams  capable  of 
recreational  use  may  be  so  used  by 
the  public  up  to  the  ordinary  high 
water  marks.  However,  although 
Montana  law  gives  sportsmen  the 
right  to  pursue  water-based  recre- 
ational activities  within  the  high 
water  marks  of  rivers  and  streams,  it 
does  not  give  recreationists  the  right 
to  enter  posted  lands  bordering  those 
streams  or  to  cross  private  lands  to 
gain  access  to  streams.  In  other 
words,  when  not  using  public  lands 
to  gain  access  to  recreational  waters, 
be  sure  to  ask  permission.  You'll 
most  always  be  greeted  with  a  wel- 
come.

Paddlefishing  is  tops  at  Intake.  Anglers  can  be  found  lining  a  short  section  of 
the  Yellowstone  River  shoreline  during  May,  June,  and  July  at  the  Intake 
Diversion  Dam,  17  miles  north  of  Glendive,  to  try  their  luck  at  catching  rem- 
nants of  the  prehistoric  past — paddlefish.  Paddlefish  have  a  snout  that  gives 
them  an  odd  prehistoric  look,  and  why  not:  fossilized  remains  show  that  the 
fish  have  not  changed  a  great  deal  in  the  last  65  million  years.  Techniques  for 
snagging  a  paddlefish  are  as  different  as  the  fish  itself.  Since  they  eat  simple- 
celled  plankton,  a  worm  or  other  bait  is  useless.  Rather,  anglers  come 
equipped  with  heavy-duty  salt  water  tackle.

Rickey:  Cattle  and  Sheep  Country 


Richey,  Montana,  north  of 
Glendive,  lies  in  the  center  of  a  pro- 
ductive area.  This  is  cattle  and  sheep 
country,  with  wheat,  oats  and  barley 
being  the  main  farm  crops.  A  lively 
little  friendly  town,  Richey  has  a 
variety  of  businesses  to  serve  the  vis- 
itor, a  new  post  office  and  a  museum 
where  you  can  check  out  the  history 
of  the  area. 

The  Richey  Historical  Museum 
has  over  5,000  articles  of  historic 
interest,  including  a  Model  A  mail 
car,  a  blacksmith  shop,  pioneer 
kitchen,  school  and  church  memora- 


bilia, and  newspaper  files  from  1916 
to  1948.  Special  articles  of  clothing 
on  display  are  wedding  dresses, 
World  War  1  and  II  uniforms,  and 
coats  made  of  buffalo  hide,  horse- 
hide,  raccoon  and  muskrat.  There 
are  washboards  and  wheelchairs, 
spinning  wheels  and  musical  instru- 
ments. Books  containing  pictures 
and  stories  of  local  pioneers,  veter- 
ans and  churches  are  on  display. 

Two  fun  events  are  the  Richey 
Rodeo  in  July  and  the  Fall  Festival  in 
September. 
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State  Parks  in  the  Custer  Country  Region 


Listed  below  is  a  summary  of  the  eight 
State  Parks  in  the  Custer  Country  region. 
"Great  Escapes/'  a  guide  to  Montana's  State 
Parks,  by  Rick  Newby,  with  more  detailed 
information  is  available  by  contacting  the 
Parks  Division  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  at 
1125  Lake  Elmo  Drive,  Billings,  Montana 
59105,  252-4654  or  Highway  10  West,  Miles 
City,  Montana  59301,  232-4365.  The  book 
sells  for  $10. 

The  basic  fee  policy  consists  of  the  follow- 
ing options:  ENTRANCE  FEES  -  a  family 
passport  for  $12.00,  or  individual  fees  of  50c 
per  person,  or  a  maximum  of  $2.00  per  car- 
load. Children  under  12  are  not  required  to 
pay  a  fee.  CAMPING  FEES  -  an  overnight 
camping  fee  is  charged  at  areas  that  do  allow 
camping. 

Some  variations  do  exist  and  are  listed  in 
detail  for  each  area  below. 

MAKOSHIKA 

To  the  Sioux  Indians,  Ma-ko-shi-ka  meant 
bad  earth  or  bad  land.  Today  the  badlands  of 
Makoshika  are  set  aside  for  visitors  to  see 
and  enjoy.  In  addition  to  the  pine-and- 
juniper-studded  badlands  formations,  the 
park  also  houses  the  fossil  remains  of  such 
dinosaurs  as  tyrannosaurus  and  triceratops. 
Included  within  the  park  are  archery  and 
shooting  ranges  as  well  as  scenic  drives  and 
nature  trails,  a  campground,  a  group  picnic 
area,  and  many  picnic  sites.  (On  Snyder  Ave. 
in  Glendive;  8,834  acres;  2,069'  el.  (406)  365- 
8596.) 

Fees:  504  per  person  up  to  $2.00  per  car- 
load entrance  fee.  $3.00  per  night  camping 
fee.  $12.00  annual  entrance  passport  good  at 
all  state  parks. 

MEDICINE  ROCKS 

As  its  name  implies,  Medicine  Rocks  was 
a  place  of  "big  medicine"  where  Indian  hunt- 
ing parties  conjured  up  magical  spirits.  "As 
fantastically  beautiful  a  place  as  1  have  ever 
seen,"  said  one  of  its  first  tourists  in  the  late 
1800s,  a  young  rancher  named  Teddy 
Roosevelt.  Weathering  has  given  the  soft 
sandstone  rock  formations  a  Swiss-cheese 
look.  The  park  is  also  a  haven  for  mule  deer, 
antelope,  and  sharp-tailed  grouse.  (25  miles 
south  of  Baker  on  Montana  7;  316  acres; 
3,441'  el.  (406)  232-4365.) 

Fees:  No  charge  for  entrance  or  camping 
in  this  park. 

ROSEBUD  BATTLEFIELD 

Site  of  the  June  17,  1876,  battle  between 
the  Sioux  and  Cheyenne  Indians  and 
General  George  Crook's  cavalry  and 
infantry.  One  of  the  largest  Indian  battles 
ever  waged  in  the  United  States,  it  set  the 
stage  for  the  Indian  victory  eight  days  later 
when  Lt.  Col.  George  A.  Custer  and  his 
immediate  command  were  wiped  out  on  the 
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Little  Bighorn.  (Undeveloped.)  (25  miles  east 
of  Crow  Agency  on  U.S.  212,  then  20  miles 
south  on  Secondary  314,  then  3  miles  west  on 
county  road;  3,052  acres;  4,300'  el.  (406)  232- 
4365.) 

Fees:  No  charge  for  entrance  to  this  park. 
Camp  sites  not  available. 

Day  use  only. 

TONGUE  RIVER  RESERVOIR 

The  impounded  Tongue  River  provides  a 
12-mile  long  reservoir  set  in  the  scenic  red 
shale  and  juniper  canyons  and  open  prairies 
of  southeastern  Montana.  Boating  and  other 
water  sports  are  popular  here,  and  the  park 
boasts  excellent  bass,  crappie,  walleye,  and 
northern  pike  fishing.  Four  state  record  fish 
have  been  pulled  from  its  waters.  (6  miles 
north  of  Decker  on  Secondary  314,  then  1 
mile  east  on  county  road;  640  acres;  3,424'  el. 
(406)  232-4365.) 

Fees:  50c  per  person  up  to  $2.00  per  car- 
load entrance  fee.  $3.00  per  night  camping 
fee.  $12.00  annual  entrance  passport  good  at 
all  state  parks. 
LAKE  ELMO  STATE  RECREATION  AREA 

Lake  Elmo  is  located  in  Billings  Heights 
at  2400  Lake  Elmo  Drive.  The  lake  is  popular 
for  swimming,  fishing,  non-motorized  boat- 
ing, sailing,  sailboarding,  sunbathing,  and 
picnicking.  The  park  is  open  year-round. 
Lifeguards  supervise  the  swimming  area 
during  summer  months. 

Concession  services  include  food,  bever- 
ages, sundries,  watercraft  rentals,  and  sail- 
board  instruction.  Overnight  camping,  pets, 
and  glass  bottles  are  prohibited. 

Fees:  An  entrance  fee  is  charged  starting 

May  15.  Annual  family  passport  is  $12.00  or 

an  individual  fee  of  $1.00  per  adult  will  be 

required,  and  50c  for  children  under  12. 

PICTOGRAPH  CAVES 

STATE  HISTORIC  SITE 

This  National  Historic  Landmark  is  7 
miles  southeast  of  Billings  off  Highway  87 
just  south  of  the  Lockwood  interchange 
(#452)  then  turning  south  on  Coburn  Road. 
Following  the  pavement  for  3  miles,  then  the 
remaining  3  miles  will  be  gravel  road. 
(Caution  is  advisable  if  the  road  is  wet  -  if 
raining  this  road  is  impassible.)  Unless  the 
road  is  closed  due  to  weather,  the  park  is 
of)en  from  8:00  a.m.  to  8:00  p.m.  seven  days 
per  week  from  mid-April  to  mid-October. 

The  site  has  paved  trails  to  Pictograph 
Cave,  Middle  Cave,  and  Ghost  Cave  with 
interpretive  panels  along  the  way  explaining 
the  significance  of  the  inhabitation  and  natu- 
ral features.  Also  available  are  picnic  tables, 
fireplaces,  restrooms,  benches,  a  water  foun- 
tain, and  ample  parking. 

Camping  is  not  allowed  and  pets  must  be 
on  a  leash.  A  resident  caretaker  is  usually  on 
hand  to  offer  assistance  and  to  provide  secu- 


rity and  maintenance  to  the  area. 

An  entrance  fee  is  charged  and  consists  of 
an  annual  family  passport  for  $12.00,  or  an 
individual  fee  of  50c  per  person  or  maxi- 
mum of  $2.00  per  carload.  These  fees  will  be 
used  to  maintain  this  site  and  to  make 
improvements  to  the  facilities. 

Brochures  are  available  at  various  infor- 
mation offices  and  at  the  site. 

CHIEF  PLENTY  COUPS 
STATE  HISTORIC  PARK 

Chief  Plenty  Coups  Memorial  is  35  miles 
south  of  BilUngs  on  Highway  416  and  1  mile 
west  of  Pryor.  Local  residents  know  of  vari- 
ous routes  to  the  site,  but  first  time  visitors 
should  use  the  Lockwood  Interchange  (#452) 
off  1-90,  then  follow  Highway  87  south  to 
Hardin  Road,  then  turn  south  and  following 
the  signs  to  Highway  416. 

The  park  is  open  from  9:00  a.m.  to  9:00 
p.m.  every  day  and  the  visitor  center/muse- 
um is  open  Friday  through  Tuesday  of  each 
week  from  May  1  to  September  30.  Museum 
hours  are  9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  each  day.  In 
addition  to  the  museum  is  Chief  Plenty 
Coups'  homestead  and  a  Memorial  to  him 
and  the  Crow  Indians. 

A  spacious  picnic  area  is  fully  developed 
with  tables,  grills,  restrooms  and  drinking 
water  Camping  is  not  allowed  and  visitors 
should  be  familiar  with  recreation  area  rules 
and  regulations. 

Entrance  fees  will  be  charged  at  the  park 
and  can  be  paid  either  upon  entering  the 
park  or  at  the  museum.  Fees  consist  of  an 
annual  family  passport  for  $12.00,  or  an  indi- 
vidual fee  of  50c  per  person,  or  a  maximum 
of  $2.00  per  carload. 

A  brochure  is  available  at  local  informa- 
tion centers  and  at  the  site. 

DEADMAN'S  BASIN  STATE 
RECREATION  AREA 

Deadman's  Basin  Reservoir  is  reached  by 
driving  75  miles  northwest  of  Billings  on 
Highway  3  to  Lavina  then  turning  west  on 
Highway  12.  The  basin  is  5  miles  west  of 
Ryegate  and  19  miles  east  of  Harlowton. 

This  lake  is  used  mostly  for  fishing  and 
boating.  Other  activities  include  camping, 
picnicking,  swimming,  sightseeing,  and 
group  reunions. 

Development  consists  of  a  large  boat 
ramp,  minimal  campground  areas,  outdoor 
vault  restrooms,  picnic  shelters,  picnic  tables, 
fireplaces,  and  garbage  collection  system. 
Seasonal  caretakers  reside  near  this  site  from 
mid-May  to  mid-September  each  year 

Caution  is  advised  since  potable  water  is 
not  available  at  this  area  and  shade  is  in 
short  supply.  The  area  is  frequently  windy. 

Fees:  No  charge  for  entrance  and  camp- 
ing at  this  site.

Tips  on  locating  and 
identifying  agates

bounty  of  agates.  The  finding  of  Montana  agate, 
like  any  good  lapidary  material,  requires  the 
knowledge  of  where  to  search  and  a  good  deal  of 
perseverance.  Rockhounders  like  Clawson  enjoy 
leading  agate-hunting  expeditions. 


Inquire  locally  for  agate  guide  service,  local  rock- 
hounds  or  agate  shops  for  guidance  in  searching 
out  this  precious  gemstone.  Agate  occiurs  primari- 
ly in  terrace  gravel  deposits  high  on  the  hills 
above  the  Yellowstone  River  and  its  tributaries,  as 
well  as  in  the  sand  and  gravel  bars  within  the 
streams  and  rivers  themselves.  Since  the  gravel 
within  streams  and  rivers  is  constantly  shifting, 
these  are  probably  the  best  areas  to  search. 


The  main  deposits  extend 
from  Custer,  Montana  almost 
to  the  Missouri  River — a  dis- 
tance of  about  200  miles 


Montana  Agate  occurs  in 

a  variety  of  patterns,  from 

those  with  red  and  dark 

brown  bands  to  the 

prized  dendritic  forms.  It 

is  the  black  "tree-like" 

design  in  the  dendritic 

variety  which  has  made

quality  dendritic  Montana  Agate,  the  imagination  can  see 

beautiful  lakes  surrounded  by  dense  forests.

Nestled  against  the  Yellowstone 
River  is  Terry,  Montana,  in  the  heart 
of  agate  country,  where  people  come 
from  all  over  the  United  States  to 
hunt  along  the  river,  the  creeks  and 
nearby  hills,  gathering  the  translu- 
cent rock  with  the  rough  skin.  The 
agate  can  be  clear,  spotty,  banded, 
almost  black  or  dendritic.  Slabbed 
with  a  diamond  saw,  the  rocks  are 


mostly  used  for  jewelry,  wind 
chimes,  lamp  shades  and  coffee 
tables. 

Petrified  and  agatized  wood  and 
colored  jaspers  are  common  in  this 
area  and  occasionally  a  fossil,  Indian 
artifact  or  buffalo  skull  is  found. 
Hunting  for  these  treasures  can  make 
a  pleasant  day,  but  be  sure  to  ask 
permission  from  the  owner  if  hunt- 
ing on  private  land. 

The  Yellowstone  River  at  this 
point  is  also  known  as  one  of  the 
easy-floating  rivers,  with  currents  at 
4.7  mph,  ideal  for  the  novice  or  the 
pro-floater,  with  scenery  and  wildlife 
abundant.  Enjoy  hunting  and  fishing 
at  its  best  in  Terry  country. 

Take  a  short  drive  up  the  "Scenic 
View"  road  northwest  of  Terry  to  see 
the  famed  "Badlands."  Terry  country 
is  also  rich  in  history.  Travel  to  the 
famed  base  camp  area  of  the  Custer 
Expedition  and  visit  the  graves  of 
soldiers  who  died  from  wounds 
received  in  the  Battle  of  the  Little  Big 
Horn  and  where  the  Far  West  steam- 
boat docked.  Thirty-five  miles  north 
of  Terry  is  the  location  of  the  battle  of 
General  Miles  and  Sitting  Bull.  The 
whole  area  is  rich  in  sites  of  buffalo 
jumps,  teepee  rings  and  burial  sites 
of  ancient  Indians.  Stop  and  investi- 
gate. 

Terry  also  offers  a  hospital,  air- 


port, churches,  rifle  range,  outdoor 
theater,  museum,  historic  hotel, 
motel,  campgrounds,  tow  service, 
locker  plant,  a  variety  of  stores,  bars 
and  cafes,  a  newspaper,  barber 
shops,  an  agate  shop,  and  a  helping 
hand,  if  needed. 

Prairie  County  Museum 

Prairie  County  Museum  is  housed 
in  the  old  State  Bank  of  Terry,  an 
antique  treasure  itself,  with  beautiful 
marble  floors  and  paneling,  fine 
woodwork  and  lovely  glass.  It  is 
filled  with  displays  of  historic  inter- 
est: tools,  appliances,  small 
machines,  and  horse  and  buggy 
equipment.  A  dentist  office,  barber 
shop,  butcher  shop,  one-room 
school,  library,  hospital  room,  laun- 
dry, kitchen,  dining  room  and  bed- 
room date  back  to  the  turn  of  the 
century.  Also  on  display  are  thou- 
sands of  old  photographs,  and  an 
extensive  manuscript  file  is  being 
built. 

Museum  members  are  helpful  to 
tourists  and  to  past  residents  search- 
ing out  historical  sites  and  places  of 
interest.

History 

Miles  City,  the  county  seat  of 
Custer  County,  is  truly  a  roughneck 
cowboy  delight.  Featured  as  the 
town  where  Gus  McRae  died  in  the 
ABC  Mini-series  "Lonesome  Dove," 
the  city  is  today  a  thriving,  up-to- 
date  community  which  holds  to  its 
western  culture  with  great  pride  and 
perseverance.  Historically  speaking. 
Miles  City  came  into  existence  on  the 
heels  of  a  military  expedition  sent 
into  the  Valley  from  Fort 
Leavenworth,  Kansas,  following  the 
Battle  of  the  Little  Big  Horn,  on  June 
25,  1876,  when  Gen.  Custer  and  his 
immediate  command  of  five  troops 
of  the  7th  Cavalry  were  annihilated 
by  the  Sioux  Indians  led  by  Sitting 
Bull. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  the  origin 
of  the  community.  Col.  (later  Gen.) 
Nelson  A.  Miles,  in  command  of  the 
six  companies  of  the  5th  Cavalry  sta- 
tioned at  Fort  Leavenworth  the  sum- 
mer of  1876,  received  orders  to  pro- 


ceed to  the  Yellowstone  Valley  in 
Montana,  and  there  to  establish  a 
cantonment  from  which  he  was  to 
conduct  a  campaign  to  compel  bands 
of  wandering  Indians  to  return  to 
their  reservations. 

Arriving  early  in  the  fall.  Miles 
conferred  with  Gen.  Alfred  E.  Terry, 
commanding  the  Department  of  the 
Dakotas,  who  was  still  in  the  field 
following  the  Custer  massacre.  He 
selected  a  site  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Tongue  River  on  which  to  build  the 
cantonment.  The  Army  engineers 
surveyed  the  tract  of  land  10  miles 
square  and  established  a  reservation. 
It  was  just  across  this  reservation  on 
the  east  of  the  south  bank  of  the 
Yellowstone  River  that  the  first  vil- 
lage was  set  up.  A  year  later  when 
the  War  Department  abandoned  it, 
the  village  "moved"  itself,  cabins 
and  appurtenances,  to  the  present 
site.  The  new  community  was  named 
"Miles  City"  in  honor  of  the  com- 
manding officer.  While  the  village

was  founded  in  1877,  it  was  not  until 
1887  that  Miles  City  was  incorporat- 
ed. 

As  the  cattle  industry  was  most 
important,  it  was  fitting  that  the 
Montana  Stockgrowers'  Association 
was  formed  in  Miles  City  in  1884. 
The  coming  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  in  1881  predetermined  that 
Miles  City  should  become  a  leading 
cattle  market. 

Facts  and  Figures 

Miles  City  has  a  population  of 
about  10,000,  a  figure  which  has 
remained  stable  for  many  years.  The 
town  is  2,371  feet  above  sea  level. 
Miles  City  benefits  from  a  widely 
diversified  economic  base.  The  agri- 
cultural industry  surrounding  Miles 
City  is  comprised  of  both  livestock 
and  grains.  The  location  of  Miles 
City  on  the  interstate  system  encour- 
ages many  tourism  ventures.  Its 
retail  and  service  business  draws 
from  a  large  geographic  area,  accom- 
modating central  shopping  and  pro- 
fessional services  for  many  sur- 
rounding communities.  Miles  City  is 
also  a  service  hub  for  many  state  and 
federal  agencies.  The  motto  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  "Proud  Past 
-  Progressive  Future,"  defines  the 
attitude  and  optimism  of  Miles  City. 

Natural  Oasis 

The  pause  that  refreshes  on  a  hot 
summer  day  is  a  dip  in  Miles  City's 
unique  outdoor  municipal  pool,  a 
"natural  oasis,"  located  next  to  the 
city  park  which  is  perfect  for  picnick- 
ing or  just  relaxing,  just  a  short  dis- 
tance from  the  pool  is  a  recreation 
area  which  has  boating  facilities. 
Plenty  of  fishing  sites  may  be  found 
along  the  Tongue  and  Yellowstone 
Rivers,  and  a  number  of  reservoirs  in 
the  Miles  City  area  are  also  available 
for  fishing.  Rock  hunting  is  a  popu- 
lar pastime,  and  agates  can  be  found 
in  quantity  along  the  Yellowstone 
River.  A  variety  of  other  recreational 
activities  are  available:  tennis,  golf, 
bowling,  rollerskating,  racquetball, 
movies,  and  river  floating. 
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Range  Riders  Museum

Range  Riders  Museum 
With  the  addition  of  the  Bert  Clark 
Gun  Collection,  the  Range  Riders 
Museum  has  truly  become  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  Northwest.  The  collec- 
tion, which  numbers  in  excess  of  400 
pieces,  is  a  result  of  a  lifetime  of  col- 
lecting by  Mr.  Clark.  The  collection 
includes  pieces  from  the 
Revolutionary  War  era,  and  the 
firearms  used  by  the  early  day  set- 
tlers and  military  personnel.  It  also 
includes  such  exotics  as  a  set  of 
duelling  pistols  from  Belgium  and  an 
elephant  gun  which  was  manufac- 
tured by  T.  Hollis  and  Sons  of 
England  in  the  early  1840's.  This  gun 
is  one  of  only  eight  manufactured 
and  one  of  four  known  to  exist  today. 
The  collection  is  housed  in  a  special- 
ly designed  building  which  has  now 
become  an  integral  part  of  the  muse- 
um complex. 

The  museum  complex  is  set  on  the 


original  site  of  the  Fort  Keogh  can- 
tonment. It  has  grown  to  include  the 
main  building,  the  Clark  Gun 
Collection  Building,  Memorial  Hall, 
Fort  Keogh's  Officers  Quarters 
Building,  the  Heritage  Center,  and  an 
original  log  cabin.  Each  unit  has  its 
own  story  to  tell;  yet  each  is  a  part  of 
the  overall  history  of  the  west. 

The  main  building  is  constructed 
of  solid  logs  which  were  shipped 
from  Western  Montana  by  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railroad.  They  were 
hauled  from  the  railhead  and  assem- 
bled at  the  present  site.  It  was  built 
in  the  late  1930's  by  a  group  of  men 
who  wanted  a  place  to  meet,  swap 
stories  and  reminisce  about  the  early 
days  of  Eastern  Montana. 

The  Pioneer  Memorial  Hall,  dedi- 
cated in  1959,  houses  nearly  500  pic- 
tures and  plaques  of  pioneers  who 
helped  settle  this  country. 

The  Officers  Quarters  Building, 
which  was  moved  in  from  Fort 
Keogh,  is  one  of  the  few  buildings 
left  of  the  original  fort  which  at  one 
time  was  the  largest  military  post  in 
Montana. 

The  Heritage  Center  houses  many 
of  the  horse  drawn  units  used  in 
days  gone  by.  Many  of  the  units  on 
display  are  still  used  in  parades  and 
on  special  occasions.  Within  the  cen- 
ter you  can  stroll  down  a  replica  of 
Miles  City's  early  streets.  The  replica 
is  complete  with  shops,  a  saloon  and 
a  blacksmith  shop. 

Last,  but  not  least,  is  the  log  cabin 


built  by  the  late  "Sal"  Cain.  This  one 
room  building  measures  18'  by  28' 
and  is  constructed  of  hand-hewn 
logs.  The  one  room  is  the  kitchen, 
living  room,  family  room,  bedroom, 
dining  room  and  laundry. 

The  items  on  display  at  the  muse- 
um are  as  diverse  as  the  Montana 
landscape.  It  is  a  must  that  you  stop 
while  traveling  through  the  great 
state  of  Montana.  The  time  spent, 
whether  it  be  for  one  hour  or  one 
day,  will  give  you  a  better  insight 
into  the  hardships  and  the  adverse 
conditions  the  early  day  settlers 
overcame  to  make  this  such  a  great 
country.  The  museum  is  indeed  a 
lasting  tribute  to  these  early  day  pio- 
neers.

Custer  County  Art  Center 

Another  "don't  miss"  attraction  in 
Miles  City  is  the  Custer  County  Art 
Center. 

It  is  one  of  the  major  art  centers  in 
the  state  and  is  open  year  round. 
Located  in  a  beautiful  park  setting, 
the  art  center  building  was  adapted 
from  an  old  waterworks  plant  and  is 
listed  in  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places.  It  received  the  first 
Governor's  Award  for  the  present 
day  use  of  a  historic  Montana  build- 
ing. 

The  center  features  works  of  art 
from  local,  state,  and  regional  artists, 
as  well  as  from  travelling  exhibits  of 
national  importance.  Eight  new 
exhibits  open  periodically  through- 
out the  year.  The  art  center  also 
houses  workshop  space  for  youth 
and  adult  classes  in  the  visual  and 
plastic  arts,  and  a  gift  shop  that 
offers  quality,  hand-crafted  items  by 
Montana  artists. 

Coffrin's  Old  West  Gallery 

For  the  art-photography  buff, 
viewing  the  works  of  old  west  pho- 
tographer L.A.  Huffman  is  a  must. 
Huffman  came  to  Montana  territory 
in  1878  to  become  the  post  photogra- 
pher at  Fort  Keogh,  the  Army  post. 
Huffman's  remarkable  photographs 
recorded  the  history  of  an  era  that 
included  the  last  of  the  Indian  wars, 
the  great  buffalo  herds,  the  frontier 
towns,  the  coming  of  the  railroads, 
the  vast  trail  herds,  and  the  rugged 
life  of  the  cattleman.  The  quality  of 
the  photographs,  taken  with  a  crude 


homemade  camera,  and  often  shot 
astride  a  moving  horse,  is  a  testa- 
ment to  Huffman's  genius.  Coffrin's 
Old  West  Gallery,  where  Huffman 
prints  can  be  viewed  or  purchased  in 
a  wide  variety  of  forms,  draws  visi- 
tors from  every  state  in  the  union 
and  from  many  foreign  countries. 
Golf  Course 

If  you're  looking  for  a  little  pleas- 
ant exercise  in  an  equally  pleasant 
setting,  you  can't  do  much  better 
than  Miles  City's  Town  and  Country 
Club. 

The  Town  and  Country  Club  golf 
course,  located  on  the  southwest  cor- 
ner of  town  on  the  east  banks  of  the 
Tongue  River,  is  not  in  a  small-town 
class.  The  nine-hole  golf  course  com- 
bines the  aesthetics  of  relaxing  cot- 
tonwood-shaded  greenery  with  con- 
tours that  can  be  a  challenge  to  the 
swinger  looking  to  improve  his  or 
her  golf  game. 

The  club  is  open  to  the  public 
through  greens  fees,  and  its  many 
social  functions  are  often  open  to  the 
general  public  as  well.

The  entwinement  of  the  histories 
of  eastern  Montana  and  the  horse  is 
paid  homage  during  the  third  week- 
end of  May  at  the  Miles  City  Jaycee 
Bucking  Horse  Sale,  the  biggest  and 
most  famous  annual  event  in  Miles 
City.  Rodeo  stock  contractors  from 
many  states  come  to  Miles  City  to 
watch  the  best  of  the  wild,  undomes- 
ticated  horses  buck. 

The  more  promising  horses  are 
sold  in  auction,  and  appear  in  rodeos 
all  over  the  United  States.  The  wild 
buck-outs  are  interspersed  with 
quarter  horse  and  thoroughbred  rac- 
ing under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Cow  Capital  Turf  Club,  as  the 
Bucking  Horse  Sale  comes  during 
the  heart  of  the  spring  horse  racing 
season.  Pari-mutuel  betting  is  per- 
mitted and  features  computerized 
wagering  systems  along  with 
Simulcast  of  the  Kentucky  Derby. 
Enhancing  the  big  event  are  other 
activities  such  as  western  barbecues. 
Western  Art  Quick  Draw,  a  cowboy 
poet  gathering,  dancing  in  the 
streets,  and  a  western  parade.  The 
Bucking  Horse  Sale  attracts  crowds 
from  out-of-town,  so  early  reserva- 
tions for  accommodations  are  recom- 
mended.

paign against  the  Indians.  His  trek  to 
the  Custer  Battlefield,  100  miles 
south  of  Forsyth,  is  marked,  showing 
some  of  the  embattlements  from  his 
Indian  skirmishes.

A  variety  of  recreational  opportu- 
nities are  available  in  the  Forsyth 
area.  Parks  provide  a  variety  of  activ- 
ities including  football,  track,  base- 
ball and  Softball  fields,  playgrounds, 
picnic  areas,  swimming  and  wading 
pools,  bathroom  facilities,  covered 
grandstands  and  grassy  play  areas.

Centennial's  Best  Meat  Loaf 

The  following  recipe  was  prepared  by  Kathy  Weinberg,  a  member  of  Big  Horn 
County's  Peg-A-Way  4-H  Club  of  Custer,  MT,  for  the  State  4-H  "Stir-Ups 
Contest"  at  Bozeman,  MT.  She  won  first  place,  a  trip  to  compete  in  the  National 
Invitational  4-H  Beef  Ambassador  competition  in  Louisville,  KY,  in  November  of 
1989.  She  placed  sixth  out  of  twenty-two  states,  receiving  a  $100  savings  bond. 
11/2  pounds  lean  ground  beef 
1/2  medium  onion,  minced 
3  slices  white  bread,  crumbled 

1  medium  carrot,  finely  grated 

2  eggs,  slightly  beaten 

2  tablespoons  bottled  horseradish 

11/2  teaspoons  salt 

1  1/2  teaspoons  prepared  mustard 

Topping:  1/2  cup  hickory  flavored  barbecue  sauce. 

Preheat  oven  to  350°  F.  Crumble  beef  in  medium  size  bowl.  Add  minced  onion, 
bread  crumbs,  and  grated  carrot,  mixing  gently.  Slightly  beat  eggs  in  small  bowl, 
then  add  horseradish,  salt,  and  mustard.  Blend  well.  Add  egg  mixture  to  the 
meat  ingredients.  Mix  together.  Shape  into  9  1/4"  by  5  1/4"  by  2  1/2"  loaf  pan. 
Pack  well.  Pour  topping  over  meat  loaf.  Bake  at  350°  F.  for  1  hour.  Remove  from 
oven  and  drain  excess  fat  from  meat  loaf.  Place  meat  loaf  on  serving  dish  and 
garnish  as  desired.  Serves  6.  Approximately  311  calories  per  3  oz.  serving. 

Pitchfork  Fondue 

Sirloin  steak,  cut  3/4  inch  thick,  about  6  oz.  size.  Trim  all  fat  and  sinew  from 
steak  —  this  is  important,  as  the  fat  causes  smoking  and  the  sinew  causes  the 
steak  to  curl. 

Use  an  iron  caldron  (about  20  gallon  size)  and  fill  1/2  to  2/3  of  the  depth  of  the 
caldron  with  Crisco  oil  (again,  using  this  brand  of  oil  is  important). 

Hanging  caldron  over  a  wood  fire,  heat  until  oil  reaches  500  degrees. 

Pierce  steaks  onto  the  tines  of  a  shiny  new  pitchfork  and  immerse  in  the  hot  oil 
for  exactly  1-1/2  minutes. 

Serve  with  baked  beans,  cole  slaw  and  fresh  rolls  for  a  truly  Western  treat.

Colstrip:  The  Town  That  Coal  Built 


Colstrip,  Montana,  was  born  in 
1924  when  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  started  mining  coal  nearby 
for  fuel  for  their  steam  locomotives. 
They  had  engines  called  Mallets  that 
pulled  freight  trains  over  the  Rockies 
and  Cascades.  These  freight  trains 
were  a  mile  long  and  consumed  a  lot 
of  fuel.  Forty-four  million  tons  of 
coal  were  produced  before  the  diesel 
locomotives  took  over  in  1958. 

The  Montana  Power  Company 
purchased  the  coal  leases  in  1959 
from  the  Northern  Pacific  and  with 
this  they  acquired  the  mining 
machinery  and  Colstrip  town  site. 

A  subsidiary  of  Montana  Power 
Co.,  Western  Energy  Co.,  started 
mining  the  coal  in  1968.  At  this  time 
Colstrip  had  63  houses,  a  school,  two 
churches,  a  grain  elevator,  and  a  few 
buildings  left  from  the  early  days. 


Construction  of  Colstrip  Power 
Plants  1  and  2  started  in  the  fall  of 
1971,  bringing  work  to  eastern 
Montana  and  growing  pains  to 
Colstrip.  Approximately  $315  million 
was  spent  on  these  units,  not  includ- 
ing the  $35  million  for  the  steel  tower 
transmission  lines.  Construction  on 
Colstrip  Units  3  and  4  began  in  1979, 
at  a  cost  of  $1 .8  billion. 

Now  in  Colstrip,  you'll  find  lovely 
homes,  townhouses  and  duplex 
units;  playgrounds  and  parks  are  in 
every  neighborhood.  The  school  and 
recreational  facilities  are  unsur- 
passed. There  are  baseball  and  ice 
skating  complexes,  a  swimming 
pool,  tennis  courts,  wading  pools, 
basketball  courts,  bike  paths  and  tot 
lots.  A  wide  range  of  merchants  pro- 
vide the  visitor  with  just  about  any 
needed  item.  Entertainment  avail- 


able includes  bowling  lanes  and  a 
movie  theater.

At  the  Colstrip  Visitor  Center, 
video  tapes  explain  some  of  the  his- 
tory of  Colstrip,  the  operation  of  a 
coal-fired  power  plant  and  the  work- 
ings of  an  open-pit  coal  mine.  Visitor 
Center  hours  are  as  follows: 
Memorial  Day  to  Labor  Day,  Mon.- 
Fri.  8  a.m. -5  p.m.;  Labor  Day  to 
Memorial  Day,  Mon.-Fri.  10  a.m. -3 
p.m.  Tours  are  available  to  the 
Rosebud  open-pit  coal  mine  on  a 
daily  basis,  with  the  Colstrip  Visitor 
Center  furnishing  both  the  guide  and 
the  transportation  at  no  charge. 
Reservations  are  suggested  during 
the  summer.  Call  (406)  748-3746  dur- 
ing regular  business  hours.  Tours  at 
Big  Sky  Mine  are  available  by 
appointment.  Call  (406)  748-2321.

Cheyennes  often  pray  when  they  see 
this  star  early  in  the  morning  sky.  It 
has  its  own  name  in  the  Cheyenne 
language:  WOHEHIV. 

The  Morning  Star  design  is  used 
as  the  trademark  on  craft  items  as 
well  as  being  the  officially  recorded 
brand  of  the  Cheyenne  cattle  herd. 

The  Northern  Cheyenne 
Reservation  is  comprised  of  444,525 
acres  and  is  in  Rosebud  and  Big 
Horn  Counties,  extending  from  the 
Crow  Reservation  eastward  to  the 
Tongue  River.  It  is  not  checkerboard- 
ed  with  non-Indian  land  as  are  most 
reservations  in  this  area.  About  20 
percent  of  the  Indian  families  live  in 
the  rural  area  along  the  streams  and 
rivers.  The  remainder  are  concentrat- 
ed principally  in  four  small  towns  in 
the  area. 

Lame  Deer 

Lame  Deer  is  headquarters  for  the 


tribe  and  the  site  of  the  offices  of  the 
Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs.  The 
Northern  Cheyenne  annual  pow 
wow  takes  place  every  July  4th,  with 
competitive  Indian  dancing  contests, 
parades,  etc.  Places  are  available  to 
camp,  and  photography  is  encour- 
aged. 

In  the  Lame  Deer  Cemetery  are 
the  graves  of  Chief  Dull  Knife  (also 
known  as  "Morning  Star")  and  Chief 
Little  Wolf,  who  together  historically 
led  a  small  band  of  Northern 
Cheyenne  Indians  back  to  the  home- 
land from  exile  in  the  Indian  lands  of 
Oklahoma,  following  the  tribe's  par- 
ticipation in  the  Battle  of  the  Little 
Big  Horn. 

At  Crazy  Head  Springs,  eight 
miles  east  of  Lame  Deer,  is  a  buffalo 
pasture  with  70  head  of  buffalo,  a 
small  fishing  pond,  and  picnic  spots. 

Lame  Deer  is  also  the  home  of 
Dull  Knife  Memorial  College.

Chief  Two  Moons  Monument  at 
Busby  was  built  in  1936  by  an  Indian 
trader,  Monicure,  in  memory  of  Chief 
Two  Moons  who  participated  in  the 
Battle  of  the  Little  Big  Horn. 
Two  Moons  Annual 
World  Peace  Gathering 

At  the  Austin  Two  Moons  Ranch 
on  Rosebud  Creek,  five  miles  east  of 
Busby  on  Highway  212,  will  be  held 
the  annual  Two  Moons  World  Peace 
gathering  on  June  22-25,  1990. 
Sunrise  prayer  ceremonies  will  be 
held  at  the  ranch  June  22-24,  fol- 
lowed by  current  Indian  issues  dis- 
cussions throughout  the  day.  On 
June  25,  the  prayer  ceremony  will  be 
at  Custer  Battlefield,  returning  to  the 
Two  Moon  Ranch  for  a  feast. 

Free  camping  is  available  at  the 
ranch  and  along  Rosebud  Creek  at 
various  places. 

Ashland 

At  Ashland,  21  miles  east  of  Lame 
Deer,  is  the  St.  Labre  Mission  and  the 
Cheyenne  Indian  Museum.  Take  the 
time  to  visit  these  two  attractions, 
located  side-by-side  on  the  edge  of 
Ashland.  Free  tours  of  the  mission 
and  museum  are  available. 
Highway  212 

Located  on  Highway  212,  the 
shortest  route  between  the  Black 
Hills  and  Yellowstone  Park,  Ashland 
is  an  ideal  spot  to  take  a  break.  It  has 
the  Cheyenne  Reservation  on  one 
side  and  a  beautiful  segment  of 
Custer  National  Forest  on  the  other. 
The  town  has  traveler  comforts — 
motel,  cafe,  groceries,  propane  fill- 
ups,  gas,  antique  shops,  and  a  bank. 
Authentic  beadwork  is  available,  as 
well  as  beads  and  other  craft  materi- 
als. 

Ashland  can  also  be  reached  from 
1-90.  Just  exit  at  Custer  Battlefield,  at 
the  Highway  212  junction.

Reservation  History 

After  the  Northern  Cheyennes 
helped  defeat  Custer  in  1876,  their 
pursuit  eventually  caused  them  to  be 
detained  in  Oklahoma  Indian 
Territory.  Despite  promises  they 
could  later  return  to  Montana,  these 
promises  were  never  kept.  Sick  and 
hungry,  determined  to  return  to  their 
homeland  on  Sept.  7,  1878  the 
Cheyennes  under  Dull  Knife  (also 
called  Morning  Star)  and  Little  Wolf 
escaped.  Pursued  in  the  rear,  inter- 
cepted on  their  way,  these  heroic 
people  fought,  froze  and  starved  to 
death  to  reach  home.  An  executive 
order  of  Nov.  26,  1884  finally  set 
aside  a  tract  of  country  for  the 
Northern  Cheyennes  in  Montana. 
Pow  Wow 

Labor  Day  Weekend  is  Pow  Wow 
time  in  Ashland.  This  Native 
American  festivity  lasts  all  weekend 
and  visitors  are  always  welcome! 


St.  Labre  Indian  School 

St.  Labre  dates  back  more  than  100 
years.  In  1883,  a  soldier.  Private 
George  Yoakam,  stationed  at  Fort 
Keogh  near  Miles  City,  recognized 
the  hard  times  experienced  by  the 
Northern  Cheyenne.  He  contacted 
Bishop  Brondel  and  told  him  of  the 
Indian  people  who  were  roaming  the 
Tongue  River  Valley  without  homes 
or  land.  Land  was  purchased  by  the 
Bishop  in  the  Tongue  River  Valley 
and  on  March  29,  1884,  St.  Labre 
Indian  School  became  a  reality  for 
Ashland.  Four  Ursuline  Sisters 
arrived  from  Toledo,  Ohio,  in 
response  to  the  request  of  Bishop 
Brondel  for  priests  and  nuns  to  work 
among  the  Northern  Cheyenne. 

St.  Labre  Indian  School  made  a 
humble  beginning  with  the  construc- 
tion of  a  log  cabin  school  operated 
by  the  Sisters.  This  three-room  cabin 
served  as  residence,  school  and  dor- 
mitory, as  well  as  the  church.  Today 
St.  Labre  provides  accredited  K-12 
education  to  750  children  at  four  dif- 
ferent locations.  Beyond  educational 
programs,  St.  Labre  provides  group 
homes  for  children  from  broken 
homes,  college  scholarships,  busi- 
ness investments  to  promote 
employment,  alcohol  rehabilitation, 
cultural  studies  and  many  communi- 
ty programs. 

St.  Labre  depends  completely  on 
private  donations  for  its  many  pro- 
grams. Without  federal  or  church 
funds,  many  friends  all  over  the 
United  States  "keep  the  miracle 
alive." 

Custer  National  Forest 

From  wild  places  to  open  spaces, 
the  lands  of  the  Custer  National 
Forest  stretch  across  Custer  Country 
from  the  Pryor  Mountains  south  of 
Billings  to  the  Long  Pines  on  the 
Montana/South  Dakota  border. 
These  lands  offer  a  variety  of  recre- 
ation opportunities  and  a  wide 
diversity  of  settings  for  recreation. 

The  Pryor  Mountains  offer  numer- 
ous caves,  including  ice  caves,  for 
visitors  to  explore.  The  Pryors  are 
also  an  ideal  place  to  hike,  ride 
mountain  bikes,  watch  birds,  view

wildlife,  picnic,  fish,  camp,  photo- 
graph nature,  hunt,  cross-country  ski 
and  snowmobile. 

Wild  horses  graze  in  the  Pryors  in 
the  summer,  giving  visitors  a  rare 
opportunity  to  observe  these  animals 
in  their  natural  habitat,  unharnessed 
and  free. 

The  Ashland  District,  east  of 
Ashland,  has  ideal  horseback  riding 
country,  and  hunting  for  mule  deer 
and  wild  turkeys  is  very  good.  There 
are  also  opportunities  to  hike,  camp, 
fish,  and  cross-country  ski. 
Birdwatchers  can  enjoy  the  200-plus 
species  of  birds  that  frequent  the 
area. 

Chalk  Buttes,  Long  Pines,  and 
Ekalaka  Hills  near  Ekalaka,  MT.,  pro- 
vide excellent  hunting  for  mule  deer. 


white-tailed  deer,  and  wild  turkeys. 
The  Long  Pines  is  noted  for  the 
Capitol  Rock  National  Natural 
Landmark.  This  area  also  is  known 
for  having  a  very  high  density  of 
nesting  raptors.

Cheyenne 
Culture 


The  Cheyenne  Indian  Museum  has 
an  impressive  collection  of  Indian 
artifacts  from  the  Northern  Cheyenne 
and  several  other  tribes  from  all  over 
the  coimtry.  Items  for  sale  at  the 
Visitor  Center  include  handmade 
beaded  moccasins,  jewelry,  pocket- 
books,  key  chains,  beaded  clothing, 
paintings  and  even  traditional  Indian 
dancing  regalia.  A  new  addition  is  an 
Indian  mannequin  mounted  on  a 
pinto  horse.  Both  horse  and  rider  are 
in  full  authentic  dress.  Also  available 
are  hand-painted  eggs  and  an  inter- 
esting selection  of  pottery

like  those  shown  below.  Whitetail 
and  mule  deer  hides  were  stripped  of 
hair  and  tanned,  then  worked  until 
the  leather  was  softened.  The  hems 
were  fringed.  Then  the  dresses  were 
beaded  in  the  Cheyenne  patterns.

Crow  Indian  Reservation 

The  Crow  Reservation,  covering  about  2,500,000  acres  in  Big 
Horn  County,  encompasses  Lodge  Grasss,  St.  Xavier,  Crow 
Agency,  Pry  or  and  Ft.  Smith. 

While  the  Crow  Fair  is  the  biggest  and  best  known  event  of 
the  reservation,  the  Crow  Indians  have  a  variety  of  cultural  cel- 
ebrations, which  help  keep  the  Crow  culture  strong  and  alive. 
One  of  the  more  prominent  cultural  activities  is  hand-games,  a 
complex  variation  of  picking  which  hand  holds  a  concealed 
object  juch  as  an  elk's  tooth. 

The  third  weekend  in  August  is  always  Crow  Fair  time,  a 
time  for  family  reunions,  a  time  for  feasting  and  rejoicing. 
Visiting  tribes  save  up  in  order  to  come  back  year  after  year  to 
join  in  the  celebration  along  the  banks  of  the  Little  Big  Horn 
River. 

The  Crow  Fair  and  Rodeo  Celebration  is  headquartered 
annually  at  the  tribal  campgrounds  along  the  Little  Big  Horn 
River  near  Crow  Agency,  known  as  the  "Teepee  Capital  of  the 
World."  The  premier  pow  wow  of  North  America's  native  peo- 
ple, the  Crow  Fair  is  held  the  third  weekend  of  August  each 
year.  That's  August  16  -  20  in  1990.  Parades,  rodeos,  dancing 
contests,  racing  events  and  pari-mutuel  betting  are  featured 
daily.  The  Crow  Tribe  enjoys  and  welcomes  visitors  to  the  cele- 
bration. 
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Lodge  Grass 

In  the  southeastern  corner  of  the 
county  is  Lodge  Grass,  the  early  day 
summer  hunting  grounds  of  the 
Crow  Indians,  who  knew  the  area  by 
the  "rich  grass"  or  "greasy  grass" 
which  grew  there.  The  Crow  pronun- 
ciation for  the  words  "lodge"  and 
"grease"  were  so  similar  that  there 
was  a  misinterpretation;  hence. 
Lodge  Grass. 

As  you  enter  Custer  Country  from 
the  south  on  1-90,  Lodge  Grass  is  the 
first  full-service  town  in  Montana. 
You'll  find  a  variety  of  businesses 
that  offer  travel  comforts,  as  well  as  a 
shady  park  with  room  to  stretch  and 
relax. 

Tongue  River  Reservoir 

The  Tongue  River  Reservoir  State 
Recreation  Area  is  located  six  miles 
north  of  Decker  on  Secondary  314, 
then  one  mile  east  on  the  county 
road.  (The  fishing  access  is  five  miles 
further.)

On  a  scorching  June  Sunday  in 
1876,  hundreds  of  Indian  warriors 
coverged  on  a  grassy  ridge  rising 
above  the  valley  of  Montana's  Little 
Bighorn  River.  On  the  ridge,  five 
companies  of  United  States  cavalry, 
about  225  officers  and  troopers, 
fought  desperately  but  hopelessly 
against  many  times  their  number. 
When  the  guns  fell  silent  and  the 
smoke  and  dust  of  battle  lifted,  no 
soldier  survived. 

This  was  "Custer's  Last  Battle" — a 
spectacular  triumph  for  the 
American  Indian  in  his  four-century 
struggle  to  hold  back  the  white  peo- 
ple who  finally  overpowered  him.

Books,  Books,  Books 

A  variety  of  books  is  available  at 
the  Custer  Battlefield  Visitor  Center 
and  the  Big  Horn  County  Historical 
Museum  in  Hardin.  Books  make 
lasting  souvenirs  of  a  lovely  and  his- 
toric state. 

Rosebud  Battlefield  Monument 
Near  Decker,  just  east  of  the  Crow 


Reservation,  is  the  Rosebud 
Battlefield  State  Monument,  site  of 
the  1876  Sioux  vs.  General  Crook 
Battle,  just  north  on  Secondary 
Highway  314.  The  Indian  victory 
here  was  a  prelude  to,  and  directly 
led  to,  the  Battle  of  the  Little  Big 
Horn. 

The  Tongue  River  Reservoir  State 
Recreation  Area  is  located  six  miles 
north  of  Decker  on  Secondary  314, 
then  one  mile  east  on  the  county 
road.  (The  fishing  access  is  five  miles 
further.) 

Fort  C.F.  Smith  Site 

Fort  C.F.  Smith  was  established  on 
August  12,  1866,  to  protect  immi- 
grants traveling  on  the  Bozeman  Trail 
from  attacks  by  the  Sioux  Indians. 
The  Bozeman  Trail  crossed  the  Big 
Horn  River  400  yards  from  the  fort. 

Located  near  the  present  town  of 
Fort  Smith,  all  that  remains  of  the 
site  are  low  mounds  and  interesting 
stories.  The  site  is  on  private  land 
and  can  be  visited  if  accompanied  by 
a  park  ranger  when  available.  Prior 
arrangements  must  be  made  at  the 
Fort  Smith  Visitor  Center.

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The  First  Rendezvous 

In  1743,  the  Verendryes  brothers, 
French  explorers,  were  the  first  white 
men  to  visit  the  Big  Horn  River 
country.  They  met  a  tribe  of  Indians 
they  named  the  "Beaus  Hommes" 
(Handsome  Men).  These  were  the 
Crow  Indians.  The  place  of  this  first 
meeting  (rendezvous)  was  on  the  Big 
Horn  River,  near  what  is  now 
Hardin,  Montana. 

Far  West  Was  Here 

Within  a  stone's  throw  of  the 
Rendezvous  site,  just  east  of  Hardin, 
where  the  Little  Horn  River  joins  the 


Willow  Creek  Reservoir,  just  21  miles 
southwest  of  Lodge  Grass,  is  perfect 
for  water-skiing,  boating,  and  fish- 
ing. There's  plenty  of  room  for  pic- 
nics and  sunbathing,  too.

Big  Horn,  is  the  island  site  where  the 
Far  West  sternwheeler  packet 
anchored  on  June  27,  1876,  to  evacu- 
ate the  wounded  from  the  Reno  and 
Benteen  battles.  It  was  the  Far  West 
which  brought  the  full  story  to  the 
world  of  Custer's  defeat. 

Big  Horn  River 

The  Big  Horn  River,  flowing  for 
nearly  50  miles  between  Fort  Smith 
and  Hardin,  is  the  newest  crown 
jewel  in  the  treasure  of  Montana 
trout  waters.

A 
visitor  center  operated  by  the 
National  Park  Service  is  located  at 
Fort  Smith,  and  provides  informa- 
tion on  all  recreational  activities  as 
well  as  films,  books,  and  programs 
on  the  history  of  the  recreation  area. 
Campfire  Programs 

Evening  campfire  programs  are 
offered  at  Afterbay  Campground  at 
Fort  Smith  every  Friday  and 
Saturday  evening  from  Memorial 
Day  through  Labor  Day  weekend. 
Fishing  and  recreation,  history  and 
wildlife  of  Big  Horn  Canyon  are  the 
topics  at  these  gatherings. 

Meet  at  the  Amphitheater  at  the 
west  end  of  the  Afterbay 
Campground  for  a  45-minute  slide 
illustrated  talk  or  demonstration 
about  wildlife.  Crow  Indian  culture, 
geology,  recreation,  boating  safety, 
fishing,  the  National  Park  Service, 
and  other  park  related  subjects. 
Pryor 

In  the  southwestern  part  of  the 
county  is  Pryor,  the  site  of  Chief 
Plenty  Coups  State  Monument  and 
Museum,  which  deals  exclusively 


with  Crow  culture  and  exists  as  a 
tribute  to  the  Crow  people  as  well  as 
to  honor  their  last  chief.  The  area, 
which  is  a  state  park,  has  a  picnic 
and  recreation  space,  in  addition  to 
the  museum  building. 


Fishermen  of  any  age  are  welcome  to 
enjoy  our  hundreds  of  fishing  sites.

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Bighorn  Canyon  National  Recreation  Area  straddles  the 
Montana-Wyoming  state  line,  and  spectacular  scenery, 
water  sports,  boating,  and  lake  and  stream  fishing  make 
it  one  of  southcentral  Montana's  premier  recreation  spots. 
Bighorn  Lake,  71  miles  long,  located  within  Bighorn 
Canyon's  spectacular  limestone  walls,  presents  some  of 
Montana's  best  walleye  fishing  spots.  Lake  trout,  sauger, 
ling,  and  catfish  also  challenge  the  angler.  The  lake  was 
created  in  the  1960's  by  the  construction  of  the  525  foot 
high  Yellowtail  Dam,  and  along  with  recreational  oppor- 
tunities, provides  irrigation  water,  flood  control,  and  gen- 
erates enough  electricity  to  power  a  city  of  200,000  people. 
Bighorn  Lake  can  be  reached  from  Hardin,  via  Montana 
Highway  313,  or  on  the  south  end  from  Lovell,  Wyoming, 
by  Wyoming  State  Highway  37.

"The  town  was  very  prettily  locat- 
ed along  the  bank  of  the 
Yellowstone..."  So  wrote  a  steamboat 
captain  about  Junction  City  in  the 
1880's.  Not  much  remains  of 
Junction  today — some  old  bottles 
and  buttons  and  lots  of  tall 
tales — but  the  same  quote  can  be 
said  of  Custer,  the  offshoot  of 
Junction,  born  as  the  Yellowstone 
washed  away  at  her. 

Custer  is  a  friendly  town  with  lots 
of  surprises  for  the  traveler.  Along 
the  nearby  Yellowstone  River  there  is 
fishing,  camping,  boating  and  water- 
skiing.  For  the  explorer,  there  is  rus- 
tic Boothill  Cemetery,  dedicated  to 
the  driver  of  an  ill-fated  stage  coach, 
and  the  site  of  old  Junction — "She 
was  a  daisy  while  she  lasted." 
Nearby,  too,  at  the  junction  of  the  Big 
Horn  and  Yellowstone  Rivers,  is  the 
site  of  Fort  Manuel  Lisa,  the  first 
building  in  Montana  erected  by 
white  men. 

Services  available  in  Custer 
include  gasoline,  groceries,  eats, 
repairs,  and  the  local  pub. 

Relax  in  the  City  Park 

Take  a  break  and  stretch  your  legs 
in  the  city  park,  which  boasts  new 
tennis  courts,  a  volleyball  court  and 
plenty  of  room  for  picnics.  The  old 


Great  Northern  Depot  is  also  located 
in  the  park.  Though  the  depot  is  in 
the  process  of  being  restored,  shiny 
new  bathroom  facilities  are  already 
available  for  public  use. 

Ling — "Poor  Man's  Lobster" 

Ling,  the  eel-like  fish  with  the 
strange  appearance  and  the  delicious 
flavor  of  lobster,  are  caught  in  the  Big 
Horn  and  Yellowstone  Rivers  from 
the  end  of  November  to  the  end  of 
February.  Minnows  and  worms  are 
the  bait  to  use.  Custer,  just  minutes 
away  from  the  confluence  of  these 
two  rivers,  has  many  resident 
experts  who  can  provide  the  fisher- 
man with  directions  and  tips. 

Float  for  Fish  and  Agates 
If  you  want  some  solitude  and 
variety  in  your  fishing,  head  down- 
stream from  Billings  on  the 
Yellowstone  River.  The  lower 
Yellowstone  doesn't  attract  much 
attention  when  compared  to  the 
trout  waters  of  western  Montana,  but 
it  has  an  amazing  fishery  all  its  own 
—  channel  catfish,  sauger,  ling,  wall- 
eye, shovelnose  sturgeon  and  pad- 
dlefish. 

During  the  warm  months  of  sum- 
mer, floaters  in  rafts  and  canoes  can 


camp  and  fish  all  the  way  to  the 
North  Dakota  border. 

This  is  also  a  prime  agate  hunting 
area.  Floating  the  river  allows  recre- 
ationists  to  search  the  many  sand 
and  gravel  bars  along  the  shore  as 
well  as  those  exposed  in  midstream. 


Don't  miss  the  event-of-the-year! 
September  2  and  3  is  the  Labor  Day 
Roping  and  dance.

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Hysham:  Treasure  of  a  Town 


Hysham,  the  county  scat  of 
Treasure  County,  is  bounded  just  to 
the  north  by  the  Yellowstone  River 
and  to  the  south  by  beautiful  rolling 
hills. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  twentieth 
century,  soon  after  Montana  territory 
earned  its  statehood  in  1889, 
Hysham  was  a  part  of  the  great 
expanse  of  Custer  County.  It  was  on 
what  was  then  Crow  Indian 
Reservation.  Cattle  branded  with  the 
Flying  E  grazed  near  the  Northern 
Pacific  tracks  where  trainmen  threw 
off  supplies  "for  Hysham."  Charlie  J. 
Hysham  was  associated  with  the 
Hying  E  Ranch  which  ran  thousands 
of  cattle  in  an  area  between  the  Big 
Horn  River  on  the  west  to 
Reservation  Creek  on  the  east,  and 
from  the  Yellowstone  River  to  the 
Wyoming  line. 

Treasure  County  has  some  out- 
standing historical  sites.  Manuel  Lisa 
built  the  first  building,  a  fur  trading 
post  in  Montana  near  the  mouth  of 
the  Big  Horn  River  in  1807.  Fort  Cass 
was  the  first  fort  built  by  the 
American  Fur  Co.  on  the 
Yellowstone,  just  three  miles  below 
the  mouth  of  the  Big  Horn.  Fort 
Pease  was  a  stockade  constructed  in 
1875,  near  the  mouth  of  the  Big 
Horn,  as  a  defense  against  a  party  of 
Sioux  Indians  and  also  as  a  trading 
post.  Remnants  of  Fort  Pease  still 
stand  on  the  original  site.  Other  loca- 
tions of  forts  remain  a  mystery. 

Located  about  half-way  between 
Miles  City  and  Billings  on  Interstate 


94,  Hysham  has  just  about  every- 
thing a  visitor  could  need.  Dropping 
down  from  the  hills,  newcomers  will 
see  this  agricultural  community 
spread  before  them  in  a  panorama  of 
green  fields,  pasture  land  and  strips 
of  grain.  The  community  has  four 
churches,  a  free  swimming  pool  for 
youngsters  and  adults,  a  city  park 
with  covered  picnic  facilities  and  free 
overnight  camping,  and  tennis 
courts  available  at  the  school.  For 
small  airplanes,  there  is  a  lighted  air- 
port landing  strip  about  two  miles 
east  of  Hysham  along  a  secondary 
highway.  A  Country  Museum  will 
open  in  the  summer  of  1990  on 
Hysham's  main  street.  "Tales  of 
Treasure  County,"  a  history  of  the 
people  and  events  of  the  area  is  for 
sale  there. 

Deer  and  antelope,  pheasants, 
geese,  turkeys,  grouse,  sage  hens, 
and  ducks  make  good  hunting  for 
local  and  out-of-state  hunters. 

The  Myers  Arena,  about  six  miles 
from  Hysham,  is  operated  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Treasure  Riders,  who 
sponsor  roping  and  riding  events 
during  summer  months. 

Along  the  Yellowstone,  which 
meanders  through  the  area,  there  are 
numerous  access  sites  for  traveller 
enjoyment.  As  shown  on  the  map, 
there  is  a  boat  dock  at  the  state  fish- 
ing access  site  at  Myers  Bridge.  So 
take  a  break  in  Hysham  and  explore 
the  fossil  dig,  enjoy  agate  hunting  or 
fishing,  camping  or  boating.  You 
name  it! 
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Watch  for  deer  like  these  at 
dawn  and  dusk  on  roads 
throughout  Golden  Valley 
County.  The  three  point 
buck  is  in  "velvet."

Golden  Valley  County:  The  River  is  'Gold'  Lined 


Golden  Valley  County  was  named 
one  autumn  day  after  frost  had  col- 
ored the  trees  along  the  Musselshell 
River  a  brilliant  yellow.  The  river 
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flows  across  the  width  of  the  county, 
and  for  present  day  tourist  travel. 
Interstate  Highway  12  follows  the 
same  scenic  route.  In  contrast,  the 
Big  Snowy  Mountains  lie  east  and 
west  on  the  northern  border.  Long 
ago,  the  last  of  the  road  signs  which 
marked  the  famous  Buffalo  Trail 
Highway  were  taken  as  souvenirs. 
Today,  an  historic  monument  com- 
memorates the  site  where  Chief 
Joseph  and  his  band  of  Nez  Perce 
Indians  crossed  the  Musselshell 
River  in  their  flight  north  toward 
Canada. 

Ryegate 

Ryegate,  the  county  seat,  is  on  the 
western  edge  of  the  Custer  Country 
tourism  region.  Nestled  under  the 
high  rimrocks  of  the  Musselshell 
River,  the  town  is  set  in  true  central 
Montana  cattle  and  sheep  ranch 
land.  The  State  Recreation  Area  of 
Dead  Man's  Basin,  a  few  miles  west, 
is  well  known  for  camping,  fishing, 
boating  and  swimming. 

In  Ryegate  a  visitor  will  find  a 
grocery  store,  restaurant,  two  bars,  a 
post  office,  and  gas  station. 

Lavina 

About  45  miles  northwest  of 
Billings,  on  Highway  3,  the  most 


direct  route  to  Canada  from  the 
south,  is  Lavina,  the  center  of  a  farm- 
ing and  ranching  community  where 
everyone  is  considered  a  friend  and 
neighbor. 

Lavina  was  an  early  trading  post 
and  stage  stop,  started  in  the  late 
1800's  by  Walter  Burke,  who  operat- 
ed the  stage  line.  When  the  railroad 
came  through  in  the  early  1900's, 
many  of  the  buildings  in  town  were 
built,  the  Adams  Hotel  being  one  of 
the  first. 

Lavina  is  situated  on  the 
Musselshell  River,  noted  for  its  cat- 
fish and  trout.  Hunting  and  fishing 
licenses  can  be  purchased  at  the 
Lavina  Bar  for  anyone  who  would 
like  to  stop  and  fish  in  some  of  the 
lakes  and  streams  or  hunt  the  vari- 
ous wildlife  that  is  in  the  area. 

Lavina  has  a  country  store,  a  cafe, 
city  park,  a  service  station,  two  bars, 
a  beauty  shop,  gift  shop,  post  office, 
churches,  a  senior  citizen  center,  and 
a  meat  cutting  business.  A  black- 
smith and  a  potter  make  a  variety  of 
items. 

Motorists  are  invited  to  stop, 
spend  some  time  and  get  acquainted 
in  Lavina,  one  of  the  most  welcome 
stops  on  the  north-south  route 
through  central  Montana. 


Roundup:  Home  of  the  Cattle  Drive 


Roundup — a  town  with  a  unique 
name — is  nestled  in  the  valley  near 
the  Musselshell  River.  It  has  long 
been  renowned  for  its  natural  geo- 
graphic design  for  rounding  up  live- 
stock. It  is  still  a  place  where  old- 
fashioned  values  and  ideals  are 
present. 

Recently,  the  city  has  undergone  a 
rejuvenation.  As  you  drive  through 
Roundup,  you  will  notice  fresh  paint 
and  recent  facelifts  on  almost  every 
property.  The  linden  and  flowering 
crab  trees  that  you  see  flourishing 
along  Main  Street  are  a  project  of  the 
Beauty  Undertaken  for  Decades 
(BUD)  organization.  Planters  full  of 
flowers,  and  benches  recently  added 
to  the  business  district  are  other 
inviting  touches.  Several  new  shops 
have  joined  the  existing  businesses 
during  the  past  year,  offering  every- 
thing from  clothing  to  antiques  to 
photo  finishing.  Wool  weaving  and 
spinning  businesses  are  two  "cottage 
industries"  in  Roundup. 

The  city  has  a  park,  indoor  and 
outdoor  swimming  pools,  golf 
course,  hospital,  municipal  airport 
and  a  museum. 

The  CowBelle  Campground,  locat- 
ed at  the  fairgrounds  on  the  south- 
eastern edge  of  Roundup,  offers  free 
overnight  camping  and  RV  parking.

Musselshell  River,  it  provides  barbe- 
cue pits  and  good  shade. 

The  Bull  Mountains,  south  of 
Roundup,  offer  beautiful  roadside 
geology  and  pine  trees.  Companies 
adhering  to  careful  reclamation  pro- 
cesses, mine  coal  in  these  mountains. 
North  of  town  are  oil  wells,  evidence 
of  another  rich  mineral  in  the  area. 
Also  near  Roundup  are  the  CM. 


Russell  National  Wildlife  Refuge  and 
the  Lewis  and  Clark  National  Forest. 

The  Musselshell  River,  noted  for 
its  fine  trout  and  catfish,  also  offers 
plentiful  spots  for  relaxing  picnics 
along  its  lazy  banks.  The  oblong 
mussels,  for  which  the  river  is 
named,  can  be  collected  as  "jewels  of 
the  Musselshell."

and  pheasants  when  you  drive 
through  the  area.  Deer  are  especially 
noticeable  at  dusk  and  dawn  on  the 
side  roads. 

Activities 

Summer  months  in  the  Roundup 
area  are  full  of  activities  such  as 
rodeos  (rodeo  is  the  Spanish  word 
for  roundup),  bazaars,  demolition 
derbies  and  fairs.  One  of  the  high- 
light activities  this  year  will  be  the 
reunion  of  drovers,  wranglers,  and 
wagon  masters,  who  participated  in 
the  Great  Centennial  Cattle  Drive  in 
1989. 

In  addition,  a  1990  cattle  drive  has 
been  organized  by  Montana  Cattle 
Drives.  It  will  wind  down  from  the 
Snowy  Mountain  country  and  cross 
broad,  grassy  rangelands,  heading  to 
the  Musselshell  River  and  Roundup. 
The  drive  culminates  in  a  parade  and 
rodeo. 

The  National  Old  Timers  Rodeo 
Association,  organized  1979,  is  head- 
quartered in  Roundup,  and  Montana 
was  one  of  the  original  seven  states 
in  the  organization.

Rodeo,  a  truly  western  sport, 
began  as  a  result  of  activities  per- 
formed by  the  working  cowboy  on 
his  day-to-day  job.  It  wasn't  long 
before  cowboys  began  gathering  reg- 
ularly to  test  their  skills  and  prove 
who  was  the  toughest  cowboy  and 
best  rider.  Early  contests  usually  took 
place  after  the  annual  roundup. 

Today,  action-packed  rodeos,  with 
names  such  as  the  Miles  City 
Bucking  Horse  Sale  and  Baker 
Bronco  Days,  still  put  cowboy  skills 
to  the  test. 

There  are  ranch  rodeos,  old  timer 
rodeos,  team  roping  events  and 
youth  rodeos.  There  are  rodeos  at 
MetraPark  in  Billings,  and  rodeos 
following  cattle  drives  throughout 
the  region. 

Indian  powwows  often  feature 
rodeos  along  with  their  colorful 
dancing  and  traditional  games. 

Practically  every  weekend  during 
the  summer,  a  rodeo  can  be  found 
somewhere  in  southeastern 
Montana.  Check  our  calendar  of 
events,  pages  46-47  of  this  tour 
guide,  as  well  as  listings  for  each 
town.  And  ask  locally  as  you  travel.

The  City  of  Billings  sprang  up  like 
magic  just  over  100  years  ago.  It 
began  in  the  spring  of  1882  with  a 
few  buildings  around  a  rail  head  for 
the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad.

Billings  has  several  fine  theater  facili- 
ties and  dinner  theaters  in  the  area. 
For  the  art  and  history  buff,  the  city 
offers  the  Peter  Yegen,  Jr. 
Yellowstone  County  Museum,  the 
Western  Heritage  Center  and  the 
Yellowstone  Art  Center,  the  largest 
accredited  art  center  in  a  four-state 
region.

Jane  folk  tales,  and  Indian  "Why" 
Stories.  Trolley  fare  is  $2  for  adults, 
$1  for  kids,  and  just  25<f  (two  bits) 
age  6  and  under.

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Pompey's  Pillar 

Pompeys  Pillar  is  one  of  the  most 
famous  sandstone  buttes  in  the 
United  States.  It  bears  the  only 
remaining  physical  evidence  of  the 
Lewis  and  Clark  Expedition.  On  the 
face  of  the  150  foot  butte.  Captain 
William  Clark  carved  his  name  in 
1806  on  the  return  route  of  the  expe- 
dition. He  named  the  pillar  in  honor 
of  Baptiste,  the  small  son  of 
Sacajawea,  the  famous  Indian 
woman  who  served  as  guide  on  the 
historic  journey.  The  boy  had  been 
nicknamed  "Pomp,"  a  Shoshone 
Indian  name  for  "chief,"  thus, 
Pompey's  Pillar. 

The  pillar  also  has  had  the  distinc- 
tion of  being  the  only  privately 
owned  national  monument  in  the 
United  States.  It  is  now  for  sale  and 
the  public  sector  has  an  exclusive 
opportunity  to  buy  it  until  1991. 

At  the  rime  of  this  writing,  meth- 
ods of  funding  are  surfacing.  It  is 
apparent  that  a  partnership  of  gov- 
ernment agencies  and  private  indi- 


viduals is  the  formula  to  save  the  pil- 
lar. The  Committee  for  the 
Preservation  of  Pompey's  Pillar  is 
accepting  donations  to  match  with 
the  government  funding.  If  you 
would  like  to  contribute,  please  send 
your  donation  to  Pompey's  Pillar 
Fund,  Box  31177CC,  Billings, 
Montana  59107. 

The  pillar  is  closed  to  public 
access  this  year.  The  committee  is 
dedicated  to  getting  it  open  again 
and  securing  it  for  all  people  to  enjoy 
forever.
